The  Novemb  er  1981  issue  of  ATC&PN  just  arrived  and  I  note  within  a 
price  realized  of  $390  in  a  recent  auction  for  an  Anchorage  B-28a  gold 
nugget  token. 

I'm  sure  the  price  shocks  quite  a  few  readers  since  this  token  has 
auction  records  over  10  years  ago  of  $600  +  +  ...  and  the  token  market  - 
particularly  Alaska  has  not  exactly  softened  in  the  interim. 

I  have  planned  to  do  a  series  of  areicles  on  Alaskan  gold  nugget  tokens 
as  I've  seen  fartoomany  "spurious"  pieces  but  I'll  address  this  to  the 
two  very  recent  auction  sales  of  the  two  Anchorage  B-28a  's. 

One  sold  for  $390  in  a  major  mail  bid  exonumia  sale.  I  examined  it. 

It  was  a  noticeably  edge-dinged  piece  with  its  original  gold  nugget 
missing  and  a  much  larger  gold  nugget  (Alaskan?)  glued  -  yes,  glued  - 
on  with  glue  oozing  out  from  the  nugget  's  attachment  base  and  particles 
of  dried  glue  in  the  field  surrounding  the  nugget.  In  fairness  to  the 
cataloguer,  the  token  was  described  as  "dinged"  and  as  having  a  re¬ 
placement  nugget. 


In  the  second  recent  sale,  an  Anchorage  28a  sold  to  the  mail  (in  a 
floor  auction)  for  $110  plus  buyers  fee  of  10%  for  a  total  of  $151  in 
a  major  numismatic  house  auction  on  the  west  coast.  It  was  pictured 
in  the  catalogue  and  given  an  estimate  of  "$50  -  up". 

I  examined  the  token  prior  to  the  sale.'  The  original  nugget  had  been 
pried  off  leaving  noticeable  tool  and  gouge  marks  visible  with  a  5X 
loop  under  the  replaced  massive  nugget,  which  was  completely  out  si  zed 
for  the  token.  In  addition,  following  the  brazing  on  of  the  new  mas¬ 
sive  nugget  (Alaskan  nugget?),  the  entire  planchet  was  subjected  to  a 
corrosive  recoloring,  leaving  the  obverse  dark  and  porous  with  the 
reverse  still  clean  and  smooth. 

Anyone  educated  on  Alaskan  gold  nugget  tokens  would  have  had  his/her 
suspicions  aroused  from  the  auction  catalogue's  plate  -  the  nugget 
was  ridiculously  out  si  zed. 

So  the  $390  and  $U51  auction  records  are  NOT  reflective  of  the  current 
market  on  Anchorage  28a  's.  Indeed,  Dorge's  Approvals  (George  and  Doris 
Fuld)  auctioned  the  Chuck  Littlefield  specimen  for  $635  ten  years  ago 
and  PCAC  (Joe  Levine)  sole  one  at  auction  approaching  ten  years  ago  for 
$750.  I  paid  $950  for  the  spcimen  (Benice  plate  pi  ece )  in  my  own  col¬ 
lection.  I  know  of  another  original  selling  for  into  the  four  figures.

A  FRATERNAL  ORDER  OF  THE  YUKON 


There  are  more  tampered  with  28a  1 s 
in  exi stance  than  virgin ,  "un fooled 
with"  pieces.  For  every  virgin 
piece  I've  examined,  I've  seen  2-3 
"spurious"  pieces.  The  popul at i on 
of  "virgin"  28a  '  s  is  certainly  less 
than  a  dozen  pieces. 

Curiously,  this  problem  does  not 
plague  the  other  known  Alaskan 
gold  nugget  tokens.  But  that  is 
another  story  ...  one  which  I'll 
get  into  soon. 


During  World  War  II,  Whitehorse,  Yukon 
was  a  hive  of  industry  because  this 
was  the  hub  of  the  Alcan  Highway  that 
was  built  by  the  U.S.  Army  from  the 
northern  part  of  British  Columbia 
to  Alaska.  All  the  heavy  equipment 
came  in  from  Skagway ,  Alaska  by  the 
B.Y.N.  railroad  and  stored  in  the 
area  called  "The  Dowels"  in  White¬ 
horse.  By  the  early  part  of  con¬ 
struction  there  were  many  hundreds 
of  American  servicemen  in  the  Yukon 
and  their  main  billets  were  in  White¬ 
horse,  Y.T. 


THE  PINZON  OF  VALDEZ 

The  Pinzon  was  the  gathering  place 
in  Valdez  in  the  early  days.'  Along 
with  the  bar,  it  featured  snooker, 
pool  and  billiard  tables,  and  a 
card  room.  With  the  coming  of 
prohibition  to  Alaska  in  1918,  an 
ice  cream  fountain  was  added  and 
candies,  newspapers,  magazines ,  and 
other  items  were  sold. 

According  to  John  Kelsey,  grandson 
of  one  of  Valdez's  founders,  "You 
could  buy  candy  and  ice  cream  and 
fraternize  with  the  old-timers." 

Clinton  J.  "Truck"  Egan,  brother  of 
the  late  Alaskan  Governor 
William  A.  Egan,  purchased 
the  Pinzon  in  1927  and  op¬ 
erated  it  continuously  un¬ 
til  the  Good  Friday  Earth¬ 
quake  in  198k. 


,4  s  in  many  con  f  i  end  Army  posts  the 
soldiers  had  to  make  their  won  fun 
and  amusement  so  a  Fraternal  club  was 
formed  and  called  "The  Squawmen  '  s 
Union,  No.  1".  I  don't  know  what 
the  initiation  rules  were  or  how  one 
joined.  The  only  thing  I  have  to 
show  for  the  organization  is  this  old 
membership  card.  This  card  is  made 
out  to  a  Mr.  James  Cammeron  on  No¬ 
vember  10th,  19k2.  There  were  many 
such  fun  clubs  around  during  the  war 
formed  by  G.I.  's,  but  not  too  many 
this  far  north.  I  hope  that  Mr. 
Cammeron  lived  up  to  all  the  rules 
and  demands  of  the  Squawmen  Union 
No.  1  of  the  Yukon  in  19k2.  I  am 
sure  he  did!

lesson's  Weekly,  July  17,  1952  car¬ 
ries  a  short  article  on  the  medal, 
who's  purpose  was  "To  defray  cost 
of  the  bronze  plaque."

Souvenir  coins  in  commemoration  of  Felix  Pedro's 
discovery  of  gold  50  Years  ago  on  Pedro  Creek,  are 
being  sold  in  Fairbanks  today  by  businessmen.  They 
were  designed  and  obtained  by  Igloo  No.  4,  Pioneers 
of  Alaska  for  the  purpose  of  helping  defray  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  celebration  which  open  here 
next  Nonday  evening  with  a  banquet  at  the  Country 


Club.  The  cost  for  one  is  $1. 

On  one  side  of  the  coin  is  the  picture  of  Pedro 
as  discover  of  the  Fairbanks  Gold  Field,  July  22, 

1902  and  July  22,  1952  as  the  50th  anniversary. 

On  the  opposite  side  is  the  Pioneers  of  Alaska 
emblem  and  Igloo  No.  4,  organized  November  22,  1909. 

Further  information  can  be  found  in 
the  July  21,  edition  of  the  Fairbanks 
Daily  News  -Mi  ner : 

"Souvenir  Coin  Sales  Go  Well":  R.K.  Lavery  and 
Phil  Anderson  are  in  charge  of  the  souvenir  coins 
which  are  being  sold  by  the  Pioneers  to  help  defray 
the  cost  of  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  the 
discovery  of  gold  in  the  Tanana  Valley  by  Felix 
Pedro  on  July  22,  1902. 

The  sale  of  the  coins  are  going  very  well,  Patrick 
O'Neill,  president  of  Igloo  No.  4  of  the  Pioneers  of 
Alaska  reported  today.  Approximately  $4,000  worth 
had  been  sold  to  date. 

So  there  you  have  it:  At  $1  per  coin 
and  sales  of  approximately  $^000  mean 
that  at  least  k000  coins  were  made: 
This  can  lead  to  the  assumption  that 
at  least  5000  coins  were  minted: 

So  where  are  they?  We  have  about  4 
pieces  in  stock  now,  more  than  at  any 
other  time.  We  have  handled  a  total 
of  less  than  20  pieces. 

Fairbanks  was  in  the  middle  of  one  of 
its  period  booms  in  1952.  The  DEW 
Line  was  under  construction  (Defence 
Early  Warning  Line):  Just  as  the 
Pipeline  medals  went  "out  side"  with 
the  transient  workers,  so  is  the 
possibl i ty  that  these  medals  did  the 
same  : 

I  will  be  1 o ok i ng  into  this  a  little 
more  in  the  future,  with  letters  to 
the  Pioneers  of  Alaska.  They  may  still 
have  records  that  can  tell  us  how 
many  were  made:  But  I  don  't  think 
that  we  will  ever  know  why  this 
medal  is  as  scarce  as  it  is:

J anuary -February  of  1985  will  mark  the  60th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Nenana  to  Nome  Serum  Race.  There  were 
20  mushers  in  that  race.  Thay  traveled  about  675 
miles  in  five  and  a  half  days.  In  those  days  one 
dog  team  would  have  taken  about  4  to  5  weeks  to  cover 
that  distance.  Leonhard  Seppala  was  honored  for  more 
than  50  years  after  the  race  as  the  "hero"  of  that 
race.  He  was  much  more  adept  at  public  relations 
and  gaining  recognition  than  the  other  19  mu  shers . 

After  the  race  each  musher  received  a  medal  from 
the  H.  K.  Mulford  Pharmaceutical  Co.  of  Philadelphia 
inscribed  with  his  name.  Today  there  are  very  few  in  ex i stance.  Most 
were  lost.  Charlie  Evans  of  Galena  presented  his,  along  with  his  Ter¬ 
ritorial  Governor's  certificate  of  appreciation  to  the  University  of 
Alaska  archives,  Fairbanks  campus.  Myles  Gonangnan's  medal  was 
passed  on  to  his  daughter.  Henry  Ivanoff's  medal  and  certificate  were 
passed  on  to  his  daughter,  Ruth  Johnson  of  Anchorage .  Mrs.  Johnson 
passed  her  medal  on  to  her  son  Henry  "Gus"  Johnson  in  1980  when  Gus 
finished  the  10U9  mile  Iditarod  dogteam  race  from  Anchorage  to  Nome. 

He  finished  in  the  time  fo  16  days,  15  hours,  28  minutes  and  27 
seconds.  He  was  20th  in  a  field  of  61  dogt  earns . 


Each  musher  received  between  30  and  kO  dollars,  a  combination  of  $25 
per  day  from  the  Territorial  Governor  Scott  Bone,  and  as  Charlie 
Evans  stated,  "some  religious  lady,  she  felt  sorry  for  us...,  she 
gave  us  $18 . . " 

Henry  Ivanoff  might  be  called  the  lost  musher  of  the  race.  Today, 
the  latest  book  published  about  the  race,  "The  Last  Great  Race"  by 
Tim  Jones,  omits  Ivanoff  from  the  roster  of  mushers.  The  Iditarod 
Trail  Annual  also  omits  Ivanoff.  Yet  Henry  Ivanoff  received  both 
the  medal  and  the  certificate  of  apprciation.  The  reason  might  be 
that  Ivanoff  carried  the  serum  about  a  half  mile  from  Shaktoolik  and 
met  Seppala,  to  whom  Ivanoff  called.  Seppala  then  took  the  serum  91 
miles  to  Golovin. 

Today,  three  mushers  from  this  historic  race  are  still  alive.  These 
are  Charlie  Evans  of  Galena,  Edgar  Nollner  of  Galena,  and  Bill  McCarty 
of  Tanana.

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HOO  HOO  HOUSE

My  first  introduction  to  the  Hoo  Hoo 
House  was  a  picture  of  the  house  on 
an  A.Y.P.E.  post  card.  The  name  has 
always  intrigued  me.  The  following 
information  was  found  in  a  1975  tel¬ 
ephone  book  of  Western  Washington 
Wahkiakum  County,  Washington,  with 
Historical  Supplement  regarding  the 
old  (now  gone)  town  of  Knapp  t  on . 

The  Concatenated  Order  of  Hoo  Hoo 
was  found  in  the  parlor  of  the  Hotel 
Hall  in  Gurdon,  Arkansas  on  January 
21,  1892  by  a  lumber  trade  journal¬ 

ist  nam;  Bolling  Arthur  Johnson  and 
George  K.  Smith,  Secretary  of  the 
Southern  Pine  Association.  The  sa¬ 
cred  Egyptian  black  cat,  with  its 
tail  curled  as  a  figure  9,  was  se¬ 
lected  as  the  emblem  of  the  order: 
"Concatenated"  was  chosen  as  a 
meaning  linke  together,  as  in  a 
chain  or  series:  j4  s  to  the  de¬ 
rivation  of  the  word  Hoo  Hoo,  the 
best  source  is  a  speech  by  Bolling 
A.  Johnson  in  1921  at  the  Hoo  Hoo 
International  Convention  in  Minne¬ 
apolis.  It  was  a  coined  word  cre¬ 
ated  by  Johnson  in  December,  1891 
at  a  lumber  meeting  in  Kansas  City. 
Hoo  Hoo  was  the  name  whimsically 
dubbed  on  the  tuft  of  hair  dis¬ 
covered  on  the  otherwise  bald  pate 
of  Charles  H.  McCarer. 

Mr.  McCarer  had  appeared 
in  a  smoking  jacket  de¬ 
corated  front  and  back 
with  scores  of  state  and 
regional  associations  of 
lumb  erman's  badges.  It 
was  promptly  dubbed  a 
Hoo  Hoo  jacket.  Before 
the  evening  was  over, 
there  were  Hoo  Hoo  high¬ 
balls,  Hoo  Hoo  winning 
poker  hands,  etc. 

The  organization  was 
traditionally  been 
join ed  by  persons  in  the 
marketing  end  of  lumber 


and  forest  products  and  true  to  its 
foundings  has  been  an  informal ,  fun- 
promoting  organization:  The  origi¬ 
nal  order  was  limited  to  a  member¬ 
ship  of  9,999  ( since  extending  to 

99,999).  The  order  has  traditionally 
met  at  9  minutes  past  9  on  the  9th 
day  of  the  9th  month:  In  recent 
years,  the  conventions  have  been 
delayed  approximately  9  days  to  en¬ 
courage  members  to  bring  their  wives 
to  the  convention  following  the 
opening  of  school. 

The  Hoo  Hoo  House  at  the  fair  shows 
the  black  cats  on  all  the  gables. 

The  Hoo  Hoo  House  itself  was  next 
to  the  Natural  Amphitheatre  and 
across  the  road  from  the  New  York 
Building:  Lumberman's  day  was  July 

3,  1909:  The  Seventh  Annual  Con¬ 
vention  was  held  July  12 ,  13 ,  lh , 

and  15.  The  eight-page  book  issued 
for  the  convention  lists  the  pro¬ 
grams  and  activities  that  took 
place  over  the  four  days.  The  book 
measures  ku"  x  6/"  and  is  entirely 
made  of  wood:  It  is  tied  together 
with  twine:

Yukon-Pacific  Exposition.  This  was 
held  in  Seattle  in  1909:  Items  from 
this  fair  are  widely  collected  by

TO  RESPECTABILITY

When  Bettye  Adams  referes  laughingly  to  the  Alaskan  Hotel  as  a  gold 
mine ,  she's  not  kidding  --  the  previous  owners  used  to  find  that 
precious  geologic  bauble  in  the  stream  that  barged  through  the  base- 
men  t . 


Now  that  minor  mother  lode  is  blocked  off,  though,  and  the  gold  mine's 
upstairs  in  the  rooms  and  the  bar.  Indeed,  what  bettye  and  husband 
Mike  have  done  in  the  past  several  years  has  returned  the  Alaskan  to 
an  old-time  hostelry  capturing  the  nostalgic  inclinations  of  tourists 
and  corral ing  a  consi stant  flow  of  cash  from  the  locals. 

In  this  mountainous  city  with  the  topogrphy  of  an  insomniac's  bed, 
it  's  not  only  the  streets  that  have  their  ups  and  downs.  Indeed,  the 
Alaskan  Hotel  has  a  history  that  has  carried  it  from  haute  house  when 
it  opened  in  1913,  to  hot  pillow  joint  in  its  reclining  years  and, 
finally  to  designation  as  a  fire  hazard. 

"It  really  was  a  flop  house  when  we  bought  it  in  the  late  1970's',' 
Bettye  recalls.  "We  used  to  have  garbage  cans  in  the  1  obby  to  catch 
the  water  when  it  rained.  And  you've  got  remember  this  is  a  three 
story  building.  That's  how  bad  a  shape  it  was  in,"  she  emphasizes. 
"Even  floors  leaked."

cracker-jack  carpenter  and,  like 
his  wife,  a  Texan  who  has  the  del¬ 
icacy  no  to  gloat  that  a  couple  of 
30ish  Lone  Star  int  erl  opers  have 
blazed  a  trail  with  the  Alaskan. 

While  bearded  Mike  was  hammer ing- 
and-sawing  his  way  up  the  ladder 
of  decorative  excess,  blonde  Dettye 
was  pillaging  much  of  the  western 
world  for  period  pieces.  Some  of 
the  furnishings  came  from  attics, 
some  from  junkyards,  and  not  a  few 
pieces  from  closer  to  what  used  to 
be  h ome . 

"This  coffee  table  used  to  be  in 
my  folk's  living  room,"  she  points 
out."  "See  the  leg?  I  broke  it  when 
I  was  a  little  kid.  Quite  obviously 
an  awkward  little  kid." 

The  hotel,  now  recorded  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic 
Places,  is  aggressively  egalitarian 
in  very  much  an  Alaskan  way.  That  ' s 
an  attitude  as  independent  as  a 
sourdough  on  a  spree,  one  that  says 
bart  enders  are  the  peers  of  --  at 
very  least--  lawyers,  and  don't 
forget  i t . 


tied  bureaucrats  of  this  capital  city 
than  they  are  to  the  grizzled,  guzz¬ 
ling  fishermen  who  crowd  around  in 
their  ubiquitous  "halibut  shirts"  - 
heavy,  diagonally  grey  and  white 
twilled  garments  that  approximate  the 
color  tone  of  that  ponderous,  flat- 
as-a-pancake  species  of  pisces. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  fun  in  here,"  allows 
Bettye.  "And  if  you  don't  want  to 
drink,  that  's  okay  too.  For  a  buck, 
you  can  get  a  cup  of  coffee  and  we'll 
keep  filling  it  up  all  day  and  all 
n igh t  :  " 

Probably  the  only  failure  of  the 
Alaskan  Hotel  has  so  far  encountered 
is  that  of  the  Bird  Room.  Off  to  the 
left  of  the  bar,  it's  a  tiny  gem  of 
an  end  osure  that  's  reminiscent  of  an 
opulent  J.P.  Morgan  private  railway 
compartment .  "The  ventilation  was 
never  quite  right,"  explains  Bettye. 
"People  smoked  in  there  and  the  birds 
keeled  over.  I  don  't  know  how  many 
canaries  and  parakeets  we  must  have 
gone  through  before  we  decided  to 
give  it  up .  " 

Upstairs,  the  kO  or  so  rooms  are 
furnished  with  wardrobes  -  not 
closets  -  and  ten  of  them  have  pri¬ 
vate  bathrooms.  Otherwise ,  it  is 
down  the  hall  somewhere  and  just 
listen  for  the  sound  of  running 
water.  Although  the  Alaskan  Hotel 
bragged  of  its  telephones  when  it 
opened  three-score-and-some  years 
ago,  there  aren  't  any  now.  A  wake-up 
call  is  a  t hump ety -thump -thump  on 
the  door  and  the  sound  of  footsteps 
heeling  back  down  the  hall. 

Equally  no-nonsense  are  some  of  the 
house  rules.  One  states  that  the  maids 
are  definitely  not  going  to  pick  up 
after  the  guests,  and  that's  more 
than  an  idle  threat.  Leave  a  bag , 
or  probab ly  even  a  stray  sock,  on  the 
bed  and  it  doesn't  get  made  that  day.

On  October  21,  1805,  Admiral  Horatio  Nelson  and  his  British  fleet 
defeated  a  combined  French  and  Spanish  naval  force  off  the  Cape  of 
Tra 1 falgar  near  Cadiz,  Spain.  The  resounding  British  victory  and 
near  annihilation  of  the  French  navy  dashed  Napoleon's  hopes  for  the 
invasion  of  England.  This  Battle  of  Trafalgar  was  to  est ab 1 i sh  the 
naval  supremacy  of  Great  Britain  for  the  next  century. 

On  October  21,  1905,  the  centennial  of  the  event  was  toasted  through¬ 
out  the  British  world ,  including  that  far-flung  outpost  of  the  Empire  - 
Dawson  City,  Yukon. 

To  mark  "Trafalgar  Day"  in  Dawson,  the  Canadian  Club  hosted  an  evening 
with  dinner  and  entertainment  at  the  Regina  Hotel.  According  to  the 
Dawson  Daily  News:  "The  program  for  this  evening  consists  of  luncheon 
during  which  appropri at  e  national  airs  will  be  rendered  by  the  orches¬ 
tra.  Songs  suitable  for  Trafalgar  Day  have  been  arranged  for  and  a 
number  of  short  speeches  will  be  delivered." 


The  Canadian  Club  also  sponsored  a  school  essay  contest  -  the  theme 
of  the  essays  were  to  be  on  the  battle  and  its  significance.  The 
contest  winners  were  announced  after  the  dinner  and  a  total  of  nine 
prizes  were  later  awarded.  The  students  were  divided  into  three 
classes;  A,  B,  and  C  with  a  first,  second  and  third  prize  awarded  in 
each  class. 

The  medal  illustrated  in  this  article  was  second  prize  in  the  class 
A  division.  It  was  awarded  to  Alex  B.  Macdonald,  a  17  year  old.  The 
piece  is  silver  with  a  wreath  in  gold  attached.  This  looped  medal  is 
hand  engraved,  and  most  likely  the  work  of  a  local  jeweller.  A  sailing 
ship  is  depicted  on  the  obverse  and  is  probably  meant  to  be  Nelson's 
ship  the  "Victory".  Macdonald's  essay,  as  well  as  other  contest  win¬ 
ners,  was  later  published  in  the  Dawson  Daily  News.

I  too  have  one  of  those  large  cigar 
tokens  you  illustrated  on  page  19 
of  ATC&PN.  I  don't  know  what  it  is 
or  where  it's  from,  but  I  think  it's 
probably  a  gambling  machine  token, 
maybe  related  to  the  "W.H.C."  amuse¬ 
ment-type  tokens  ( see  rubbings 
below)  which  Happen  catalogues  under 
Santa  Cruz,  CA  without  comment  or 
explanation.  There  is  also  a  dime¬ 
sized  version  of  the  same  cigar 
t  ok  en . 

I  hypothesize  that  some  machine 
( cigar  related  somehow)  paid  out  a 
token  for  every  nickel  played.  Win¬ 
ners  were  paid  off  with  a  larger 
token.  All  the  tokens  read  one 
cigar,  to  get  around  ant i -gamb 1 i ng 
laws  -  here  you  got  a  one  cigar  to¬ 
ken  for  every  nickel  -  so  it  was 
just  an  amusement  device.  But  the 
larger  tokens  were  probably  redeemed 
for  multiple  cigars  or  cash. 

I'm  just  guessing  about  this  in¬ 
stance,  but  such  is  the  type  of 
things  done  to  pass  off  gambling 
machines  as  vending  or  amusement 
machines. 


JOE  HILL,  SE LDOV  I A 

(from  Elsa  Pederson's  "A  Larger 
History  of  the  Kenai  Peninsula") 

"Joe  Hill's  dance  hall  was  the  social 
center  of  town.  Built  on  the  rocky 
point  at  the  mouth  of  Seldovia  Slough, 
it  contained  a  bar  and  a  barber  shop 
and  the  dance  hall.  Joe  cut  hair, 
tended  bar  and  kept  order  with  deft 
efficiency.  The  only  black  may  ever 
to  make  his  home  in  Seldovia,  he  was 
known  as  the  "whitest  man"  in  town. 

He  backed  many  a  fisherman  over  a 
poor  season,  financed  boats,  helped 
many  hard  pressed  families.  It  was 
said  he  never  left  his  place  of  busi¬ 
ness,  where  he  also  lived,  except  to 
attend  a  funeral." 

"The  dance  hall  burned  one  night,  pa¬ 
trons  erupting  through  windows  into 
the  chilly  waters  of  Seldovia  Bay. 

Joe  built  the  Polar  Bar  which  he 
operated  until  retiring  to  Philadel¬ 
phia  where  he  ended  his  days  involved 
in  the  Civil  Rights  movement . "

The  Rochester  was  Dawson's  leading  Tourist  resort  and  Headquarters  for 
most  of  the  big  game  hunters,  during  the  20' s  and  30' s.  The  manager  of 
the  famous  grill  was  a  Mr.  Herbert  Barber.  The  hotel  even  had  Touring 
cars  and  automobiles  for  hire. 

The  small  cardboard  meal  ticket  stub  was  used  in  the  Restaurant  Grill 
as  a  meal  check  in  the  30 ' s  and  40 ' s .  As  you  can  see  it  was  issued  by 
Billie  Baird. 


This  is  a  little  fingernail  sketch  of  an  old  hotel  and  grill  in  Dawson 
City,  Yukon.  It  is  too  bad  that  my  records  don't  show  me  if  this  old 
business  is  still  in  use  today.  Maybe  someone  reading  this  story  could 
enclighten  me  on  it.  Did  this  hotel,  which  had  a  beer  parlor  ever  issue 
a  token?

Not  long  after  W.W.l  a  resort  hotel  and  grill  was  established 
in  Dawson, Yukon  called  the  Rochester  Block  by  a  Mr. Andrew  Rystogi  who 
was  a  very  famous  name  in  early  Dawson .Mr . Andrew  Rystogi  was  in  partners 
with  a  Mr.Schink  running  one  of  the  first  hotels  in  Dawson  about  1909.1'm 
told  Mr. Ernest  Shink  also  had  a  General  Store  in  Dawson  at  this  time. When 
going  through  my  directories  I  find  Ernest  Schick  a  miner  and  Ernest  Schick 
Jr.  as  a  truck  driver  in  1935  and  I  find  a  Mr. Adam  Rystogi  as  a  baker. Mr. 
Andrew  Rystogi  was  the  proprietor  of  the  Rochester  Hotel  in  1924  and  it  is 
not  long  after  this  the  hotel  was  owned  by  a  Mr. Billie  Baird  who  had  it  in 
late  30s  and  the  early  40s. 

The  Rochester  was  Dawson's  leading  Tourist  resort  and  Headquarters 
for  most  of  the  big  game  hunters, during  the  20s  and  30s. The  manager  of  the 
famous  grill  was  a  Mr. Herbert  Barber. The  hotel  even  had  Touring  cars  and 
automobiles  for  hire. 

The  small  cardboard  meal  ticket  stub  was  used  in  the  Restaurant 
Grill  as  a  meal  check  in  the  30s  and  40s.and  as  you  see  it  is  issued  by 
Billie  Baird. This  is  a  little  fingernail  sketch  of  an  old  hotel  and  grill 
in  Dawson  City, Yukon  and  its  too  bad  my  records  don't  show  me  if  this  old 
business  is  still  used  today. Maybe  someone  reading  this  story  could  enligh- 
me  on  it. Did  this  hotel, which  had  a  beer  parlor  ever  issued  a  token. Does 
anyone  have  a  token  from  a  Rochester  Hotel  and  Grill? 


KILGORE  &  LANDAHL 

(from  Yukon  Territory  Illustrated, 
1901  ) 

In  evidence  of  the  culture  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Dawson  we  refer  with 
no  small  degree  of  pride  to  the 
number  of  circulating  libraries. 

One  of  the  best  patronized  libra¬ 
ries  in  the  city  is  that  conducted 
by  the  above  mentioned  firm,  in 
connection  with  an  extensive 
business  as  dealers  in  confection¬ 
ery  fresh  fruits,  stationery, 
cigars  and  tobacco,  smokers' 
articles,  the  leading  papers  and 
other  periodicals.  The  firm  was 
establ i shed  by  Mr.  Kilgore  in  July, 
1900,  Mr.  Landahl  entering  the  firm 
one  year  later.  Two  complete 
stores  are  conducted,  one  being 
located  on  the  corner  of  First 
Avenue  and  Harper  Street,  the  other- 
on  First  Avenue,  opposite  the  Yukon 
Dock.  The  combined  floor  space 
equals  1250  square  feet.  The 
appointments  of  both  stores  are 
highly  creditable,  the  p r op r i e  t or  s 
e  v  e i den  1 1 y  be  1  i e  v i n g  in  the  v  i  rtue 
of  elegant  display.  That  both 
establishments  have  met  with 
we  1 1 -mer i ted  public  approval  i s 
attested  by  the  fact  that  the  doors 
of  both  are  open  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  night  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  trade.

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In  1935,  the  Federal  Government  transplanted  farmers  from  Minnesota, 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin  to  the  Matanuska  Valley.  Under  the  Matanusk'a 
Valley  Colonization  Project,  201  farmers  and  their  families  arrived  in 
Palmer  in  May  of  1935.  Each  farmer  was  given  40  acres  of  land  and 
$3000 . 


The  Matanuska  Valley  Colonization  Project  was  governed  by  the  Alaska 
Rural  Rehabilitation  Corporation.  The  Federal  Government  author¬ 
ized  the  A.R.R.C.  to  issue  money  to  the  families  as  follows:  Familiy 
of  2 —  $45;  Family  of  3 —  $55;  Family  of  4 —  $75;  Family  of  5—  $85. 
This  was  paid  in  tokens,  good  only  at  the  Government  commisary,  or  the 
A.R.R.C.  stores.  Other  merchants,  realizing  that  they  were  missing  a 
good  thing,  also  decided  that  they  would  accept  them.  Since  they  were 
good  "all  over  town",  there  was  then  no  need  for  them,  and  they  were 
redeemed  for  regular  money  in  1937,  and  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  in 
1933. 

A  recent  article  in  the  Anchorage  Time,  June  <£. ,  1985  by  Margaret 
Haight  disputes  the  above  scenario,  long  accepted  by  Alaskan 
numismatists.  According  to  Louis  Qdsather,  former  manager  of  the 
trading  post,  the  use  of  trade  tokens  was  prompted  by  a  federal 
investigation  of  the  accounting  system  used  in  the  colony  commis¬ 
sary.  Once  the  investigation  was  completed,  after  about  six  months,

The  Cape  Spear 
Lighthouse  was  chosen  as  the  subject  for  the 
dollar  because  of  its  importance  to  the  port  of 
St.  John's,  as  well  as  its  location  in  one  of 
Canada's  National  Histoic  Parks.  St.  John's 
city  crest  is  depicted  on  the  reverse  side. 

The  Sherritt  Mint  struck  15,000  specimens  on 
33mm  blanks  of  nickel  bonded  steel.  They  are 
available  at  $1.50  postpaid  from  St.  John's 
Board  of  Trade,  Box  5127,  St.  John's,  Nfld., 
Canada  A1C  5V5.

TIERRA  DEL  FUEGO  DISCOVERY 


The  token  above  is  from  Sociedad  Explotadora 
de  Tierra  del  Fuego,  a  large  island  at  the  tip  of 
South  America.  This  sheep  ranching  concern 
issued  tokens  in  20  and  50  centavos  and  1  Peso 
deonominations.  All  are  made  of  vulcanite,  a 
hardened  rubber  compound.  The  20  centavos  are 
*nown  in  red  and  black,  the  50  centavos  in  red, 
and  the  Peso  in  black.  The  above  token  is  the 
first  50  centavos  to  be  found  in  black.  All 
denominations  were  probably  issued  in  both 
colors,  for  use  on  different  ranches. 


Besides  the  nickel  bonded  steel  trade  dollar 
already  reported  in  the  June  issuse  of  ATC&PN, 
available  for  $1.50  postpaid,  St.  Anthony, 
Newfoundland  also  has  150  gold  plated 
specimens  available  at  $7.00  postpaid  and  35 
specimens  in  silver  at  $27.00  postpaid.

the  tokens  were  retired  -from  use. 

To  commemorate  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
the  colonization  o-f  the  Matanuska  Valley 
in  1935,  a  set  o-f  eight  commemorative 
tokens  has  been  issued.  The  obverse  o-f 
each  token  is  the  same  as  the  "bingles" 
issued  by  the  A.R.R.C.  in  1935  (original 
dies  were  not  used).  They  are  also 
approximately  the  same  size  as  the 
original  tokens.  The  reverse  bears  the 
legend  "Matanuska  Valley  Alaska  Colony 
Project  50th  Anniversary,  1935  -  1985. 

Two  di-f-ferent  sets  were  made.  One  set, 
with  a  mintage  o-f  2500  was  struck  in  a 
white  metal  and  brass.  The  premium  set 
was  struck  in  rhodium-plated  white  metal 
and  gold-plated  brass.  Only  500  sets  were 
minted.  Issue  price  was  $15.00  and 
$35.00  respectively.  Both  sets  are  housed 
in  a  custom  plastic  holder.

Illustrated  at  the  left  is  the  -front  o-f  a 
small,  4  page  tourist  brochure  -for  the 
Caribou  Hotel  in  Carcross,  Yukon.  Below 
is  the  text  o-f  this  brocure.  Vintage  is 
unknown. 

Car-cross*  Yukon  Territory*  is  situated  61 
miles  north  o-f  Skagway*  Alaska*  on  the 
White  Pass  &  Yukon  Route*  and  is  one  o-f 
the  most  important  points  along  this 
•famous  scenic  railroad.  The  name  is  a 
combination  o-f  the  Indian  name  "Caribou 
Crossing."  It  lies  at  the  -foot  o-f  Lake 
Bennett,  28  miles  north  o-f  the  historic 
town  o-f  Bennett,  where  so  many 
thousands  o-f  Klondikers  whipsawed  their 
lumber  and  built  scows,  loaded  supplies 
and  started  on  their  long  voyage  down 
the  mighty  Yukon  through  the  lakes  and 
canyons  in  search  o-f  gold. 

At  Carcross  or  Caribou  Crossing,  as  it 
was  called  in  the  days  o-f  '97,  there  is  a 
narrow  river  about  two  miles  long  which 
connects  Lake  Bennett  with  Lake  Tagish 
and  the  numerous  lakes  that  comprise 
the  chain  o-f  lakes  admired  and  enjoyed 

by  the  hundreds  o-f  tourists  who  visit  the  Northland  annually.  The  name  Caribou  Crossing  was 
given  to  this  place  owing  to  the  -fact  that  countless  hordes  o-f  wild  caribou  used  to  cross  here 
while  on  their  way  north  to  their  -feeding  grounds. 

At  Carcross  the  rail  meets  sail,  and  the  palatial  steamboats  of  the  White  Pass  Route  handling 
the  freight,  passengers  and  the  Royal  Mail  for  Atlin  and  other  points  on  the  inland  waters 
start  from  and  make  this  their  home  port.  These  boats  make  regular  trips  and  stop  at  all  points 
of  intererest,  allowing  pasengers  ample  time  to  see  and  enjoy  the  novel  sights  that  makes  this 
trip  so  alluring.  The  almost  continuous  daylight  during  the  summer  months  adds  to  the 
strangeness  of  it  all.  (continued  on  page  37)

Carcross  lies  in  the  veritable  sportsman's 
paradise,  tor  within  a  day's  journey  one  can  be 
almost  certain  o-f  getting  a  shot  at  a  moose, 
caribou,  bear  or  mountain  sheep,  not  to  mention 
the  almost  innumerable  small  game  that 
abounds  on  ail  sides.  Competent  and 
trustworthy  guides  may  be  secured  here  and 
pack  horses  and  all  camp  equipment  and 
provisions  as  well  tor  the  big  game  hunter. 
Motor  boating,  tishing  and  picture  taking  can  be 
indulged  in  to  the  heart's  content  and  the 
mountain  scenery  and  retlections  on  the  placid 
waters  ot  the  lakes  till  one's  soul  with  joy. 

In  this  ideal  spot  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.W.  Gideon 
built  the  Caribou  Hotel  and  they  have  spent 
money  and  .time  making  it  the  most  modern, 
unique  and  perfect  hostelry  north  ot  the  6 1st 
parallel  ot  latitude.

Carcross  was  the  home  ot  "Skook'um  Jim"  and 
"Dawson  Charlie,"  two  natives  who  were  with 
Kate  Carmack  when  the  Klondike  was  discovered 
and  who  amassed  large  tortunes  digging  tor 
gold. 

There  are  a  number  ot  fox  tarms  in  and 
adjoining  Carcross,  where  the  silver  grey  and 
black  tox  are  raised. 

The  Chooutla  School,  a  government  boarding 
school  tor  the  natives  ot  the  Yukon  Territory, 
is  located  at  Carcross.  The  school  is  under  the 


supervision  ot  Bishop  Stringer  ot  the  Church  of 
England. 

The  steamboat  Tutshi,  the  flagship  of  the 
White  Pass  fleet,  makes  regular  calls  at  the 
Engineer  group  of  mines.  The  ore  from  this 
property  is  said  to  carry  the  highest  values  in 
gold  of  any  mine  in  the  world. 

An  interesting  side  trip  may  be  made  from 
Carcross  to  the  town  of  Conrad,  twelve  miles 
distant,  where  the  Venus  and  Venus  extension 
mines  are  being  operated.

Hyder  is  at  the  head  of  the  Portland  Canal  and 
is  dependent  upon  its  neighbor,  Stewart,  B.C. 
for  most  services,  including  medical,  banking, 
education  and  electrical  power. 

The  main  item  of  interest  to  northern 
numismatists  is  that  since  the  banking  services 
are  provided  by  a  Canadian  bank, 
the  coin  of  the  realm  is  Canadian,  or  so  states 
the  article.

The  stu-f-fer  included  with  this  issue  o-f  ATC&.PN 
is  about  the  World  Eskimo/Indian  Olympics. 
These  games  -feature  Alaskan  native  athletic 
games,  culture,  dance  and  art.  This  year  was 
the  25th  anniversary  o-f  this  event. 


Many  collectors  remember  the  medals  issued  in 
1965,  1966  and  1967  by  the  Fairbanks  Chamber 
o-f  Commerce.  At  the  time,  the  games  were 
known  as  the  Eskimo  Olympics.  The  1965  issue, 
depicted  above,  -featured  a  replica  of  the  medal 
awarded  at  the  games.  The  1966  medal 
featured  the  polar  bear  emblem  on  the  obverse 
again,  but  the  reverse  showed  the  high  kick.  In 
1967,  the  high  kick  was  replaced  by  seal 
skinning. 


Again,  it  is  time  for  Dick  to  beg.  We  are  in 
need  of  articles.

A  brief  history  of  this  -famous  Yukon  trading  company  was  published  in  the  C.N.A.  JOURNAL  of 
March,  1967  as  written  by  Scott  Simpson  and  myself.  It  recorded  how  Taylor  and  Drury  met 
while  en  route  to  the  Klondike  but  changed  to  Atlin,  B.C.  where  a  gold  rush  was  in  progress  and 
opened  a  business  there.  In  opposition  to  them  were  Whitney  and  Pedlar.  Both  firms  moved  to 
Lake  Bennett  during  the  construction  of  the  White  Pass  and  Yukon  Railway  to  do  business  with 
the  temporary  population  at  Bennett  City.  In  July,  1900  they  took  the  first  through  train  to 
Whitehorse  and  soon  both  firms  were  doing  business  there. 

They  remained  in  opposition  until  1912  when  Taylor  Drury  Pedlar  &  Co.  Limited  was 
incorporated.  By  using  the  steam-powered  "Kluahne"  on  the  Yukon  river  system  the  Company 
opened  and  supplied  trading  posts  at  18  locations,  although  no  more  that  12  were  in  operation 
at  any  one  time.  By  using  tokens  at  their  posts,  the  firm  avoided  the  need  to  hold  large  sums 
of  money  at  each  one.  Acceptance  of  the  tokens  was  so  great  that  the  native  people  hesitated 
to  accept  "steamboat  money"  from  travellers.  While  the  name  was  changed  to  Taylor  8.  Drury, 
Limited  in  1921  the  tokens  continued  in  use  in  some  posts  as  late  as  the  1940's. 


These  tokens  have  long  been  sought  by  collectors  but  we  were  aware  of  an  overhang  in  the 
possession  of  the  families  and  could  only  speculate  what  might  become  of  it.  This  has  now 
been  resolved  with  the  purchase  of  all  of  these  tokens  by  the  writer.  The  number  of  of  sets 
available  is  lower  than  might  have  been  expected  and  the  total  of  33  brass  $5.00  tokens 
determines  this  limit.  The  brass  $5.00,  $10.00  and  $20.00  tokens  are  in  good  condition  but  the 
aluminum  25c,  50c  and  $1.00  tokens  are  generally  worn,  bitten  and  otherwise  damaged  but  even 
the  worst  are  still  readily  identifiable.

This  article  is  to  introduce  token  collectors  to  elongated  coins.  Elongateds  are  not  a  new 
concept.  The  First  ones  that  are  known  were  rolled  at  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893,  in 
Chicago.  These  elongateds  were  rolled  on  cents,  nickels,  dimes,  quarters  and  halt  dollars.  At 
that  time,  you  paid  a  nickel  and  had  your  own  coins  rolled.  These  Columbian  Exposition 
elongated  coins  are  still  around  and  are  actively  sought  by  collectors. 


My  own  interest  started  with  an  advertisement  For  a  Free  elongated.  I  sent  For  it  and  was 
delighted  with  the  squashed,  distorted  Lincoln  on  the  reverse  side.  I  then  careFully  examined 
the  other  side  and  thought  what  a  good  idea  For  advertising  or  to  commemorate  an  event.  I 
bought  a  machine  and  started  to  make  Alaskan  elongateds.  The  First  ones  that  I  made  were  a 
series  oF  Four  commemorating  the  visit  oF  the  President  and  the  Pope  to  Fairbanks  on  May  2, 
1984. 


The  2x2  envelope  sent  with  this  copy  oF  ATC&PN  contains  an  elongated  cent  For  your  inspection 
and  addition  to  your  collection.  You  will  notice  that  the  design  oF  this  elongated  is  pleasingly 
and  deeply  engraved.  Your  elongated  is  rolled  on  a  1959  cent  and  will  stand  alone  as  a 
collectible,  but  the  idea  was  conceived  to  roll  this  design  on  an  Alaska  Overland  bus  token. 
This  token  is  listed  in  "Alaska  Tokens"  by  Ronald  J.  Benice,  page  184,  as  Fairbanks  T2. 

This  is  the  First  Alaskan  elongated  rolled  on  an  Alaskan  token.  To  roll  this  token,  it  is  placed 
in  the  rolling  machine  so  that  the  token's  cut  out  star  appears  between  the  moon  and  the  tree 
line,  and  the  map  on  the  reverse  is  preserved.  This  particular  piece  is  a  beautiFul  marriage  oF 
token  and  elongated.  Both  the  token  collector  and  the  elongated  collector  will  cherish  this 
piece  For  years,  and  it  is  destined  to  become  one  oF  the  most  talked  about  pieces  in  your 
collection.  The  price  oF  this  desirable  collectible  is  only  $5.00,  postpaid.  Orders  may  be  sent 
to  the  address  at  the  beginning  oF  this  article. 

I  have  been  researching  and  actively  collecting  Alaskan  related  elongateds  For  two  years  and 
all  indications  show  that  there  are  no  pre-statehood  Alaska  related  elongateds.  I  understand 
that  many  readers  do  not  collect  post-statehood  tokens  or  medals.  You  must  realize  that 
collecting  Alaskan  elongated  coins  and  tokens  is  just  in  its  inFancy.  There  are  very  Few  serious 
Alaskan  elongated  collectors.  It  will  not  take  a  very  large  inFlux  oF  new  collectors  to  cause 
upward  price  pressure.  The  sophisticated  collector  is  starting  his  collection  now  and  getting  in 
on  the  ground  Floor  while  he  can  still  get  a  reasonably  complete  collection  at  an  aFFordable 
price.  More  on  Alaskan  related  and  Alaskan  rolled  elongateds  to  come  in  Future  issues.

BOOK  REVBIW 


CONRAD,  YUKON  TERRITORY 


NEBRASKA  Merchant  Trade  Tokens,  Town/Place 
Rarity  Listing,  and  Other  Exonumia,  by  George 
Hosek,  3rd  Ed.,  1985.  $7.50 

We  are  late  with  this  review.  It  was  mis¬ 
placed  -for  one  issue  of  ATC  and  there  was  not 
room  in  another.  Our  apologies  to  George  for 
this  delay. 

This  book  of  42  pages,  photocopied  on  one  side 
only,  is  primarily  a  listing  of  Nebraska  towns 
known  to  have  tokens,  and  the  quantity  of 
tokens  known  from  each  town.  The  listings 
therefore  indicateswhich  towns  are  rare.  From 
this  can  be  assumed  which  token  are  therefore 
rare. 

Other  listings  include  saloon,  military, 
bi-metal,  brewery,  BBC,  prison,  tire-tube- 
battery,  cardboard,  CCC  Camp,  dairy,  dual  town, 
bank  and  canning  tokens,  good  for  mirrors, 
coupon  books,  and  anniversary  medals. 

For  those  frustrated  with  Alaskan  tokens, 
Nebraska  might  be  for  you!  George  has 
recorded  a  total  of  53,368  Nebraska  tokens  in 
44  collections! 

This  book  is  a  must  for  any  serious  token 
collector.  Many  will  not  sell  any  token  that 
they  do  not  want,  prefering  to  trade.  This  book 
will  provide  you  with  a  basis  for  evaluating 
that  scarce  Nebraska  token  that  you  are 
considering  trading.

YUKON  TOKENS  BRING  HIGH  BIDS 

In  a  recent  Bowers  and  Merena  auction,  there 
was  a  lot  that  included  the  following  Yukon  and 
Alaskan  tokens: 

Dawson;  Del  Monte  (2  pcs.,  alum  and  brass) 
Dewey  &  Jensen,  Hutton  &  Pearse,  Red  Feather 
Saloon  and  Tananan  Hotel;  a  Solly's  from 
Seward  fi.  Kodiak,  and  a  Collins  &  Strait  from 
Circle  City.  The  lot  also  contained  some  Hard 
Times  and  Civil  War  tokens,  for  a  total  of  26 
pieces. 

The  winning  bid  was  $1500,  plus  10%  buyers 
commission,  to  a  mail  bidder.  Reports  are  that 
the  actual  bid  was  substantially  higher,  and 
was  reduced  to  10%  above  the  second  highest 
bid! 


Conrad  was  a  town  of  300,  situated  on  Windy 
Arm  of  Lake  Tagish.  When  the  mines  above  it 
closed,  the  people  in  Conrad  felt  it  was  only 
temporary,  and  left  their  homes  furnished,  even 
to  clothes  hanging  in  the  closets.  The  scales  in 
the  butcher  shop,  the  priest's  vestments  in  the 
church,  and  the  bartender's  apron  and  black 
shirt  sleeve  protectors  were  all  just  left 
hanging.  This  was  about  1908,  and  the  mines 
never  did  reopen.  Gradually  the  furnishings 
were  taken,  and  the  homes  eventually  sold.  The 
little  Roman  Catholic  church  in  Conrad  was  put 
on  a  barge  and  brought  the  12  miles  to 
Carcross,  as  were  many  of  the  homes. 

Now  not  a  building  is  standing,  and  the  willows 
have  taken  over  everything  but  a  few  pilings  of 
the  dock.

From  a  Copper  and  Fishing  Town 
to  a

Ellamar  is  about  23  sea  miles  -from  Valdez. 
Ellamar  got  its  start  in  1897#  and  the 
Ellamar  Mining  Co.  was  formed  a  year 
later.  Copper  was  the  main  product  of  the 
mines,  with  quantities  of  gold  and  silver 
also  being  produced.  The  Ellamar  mines 
were  one  of  the  most  consistant  producers 
of  copper  in  the  area,  with  mining 
operations  going  on  year  round.  By  1920, 
many  of  the  mines  in  the  Prince  William 
Sound  area  had  closed,  but  Ellamar  hung  on 
until  the  late  1920's.  The  post  office 
closed  in  1929,  indicating  the  overall 
downturn  in  Ellamar's  fortunes.

1930's  when  a  cannery  opened.  This  plant 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  1940's,  and 
was  replaced  by  a  floating  cannery  plant, 
owned  by  Walt  Day.  This  cannery  closed  in 
the  1950's. 

Since  the  1950's,  Ellamar  has  been  a  virtual 
ghost  town.  At  present,  the  population  is 
about  7.  But  that  could  all  change.

The  Transition  Dollar  of  Corner  Brook, 
Newfoundland  was  reported  last  month.  This 
piece  is  now  illustrated  above. 

Channel-Port  aux  Basques  has  released  its 
1985  trade  dollar.  The  ferry  boat  M.V.  Nautica, 
making  daily  crossing  with  cargo  and 
passengers  from  Newfoundland  to  mainland 
Canada,  is  depicted  on  the  obverse.  The  5,442 
ton  ship  is  396  feet  long  and  travels  at  a  speed 
of  18  knots.  Its  capacity  is  1,129  passengers, 
265  automobiles  and  45  trucks.  The  emblem  of 
the  town  of  Channel-Port  aux  Basques  is 
featured  on  the  reverse  side.  Sherritt  Mint 
struck  the  issue  on  33  mm  nickel  bonded  steel 
blanks.  Specimens  are  available  at  $1.50 
postpaid  from  Channel-Port  aux  Basques 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Attn.  Joe  Jeans, 
Channel-Port  aux  Basques,  Nfld.  Canada  AOM 
ICO.  Specimens  of  the  1983  and  1984  Nautical 
trade  dollars  are  still  available  at  $1.50 
postpaid  each.  Gold  plated  and  bronze  plated 
specimens  are  also  available.  If  sold  out,  try

FAIRBANKS  CLEARING  HOUSE  CERTIFICATES 

The  United  States  underwent  a  severe  -financial 
upheaval  in  1907  and  1908.  This  led  to  the 
issuance  o-f  Clearing  House  Certificates  in 
many  cities.  This  is  the  -first  o-f  3  articles  that 
appeared  in  the  Fairbanks  Daily  Times  -from 
December  9  to  18#  1907. 

Fairbanks  Daily  Times,  December  9,  1907: 

FIRST  NATIONAL  TO  ISSUE  CERTIFICATES 
THIS  MORNING 

At  the  time  o-f  opening  the  bank  yesterday 
morning  the  officials  of  the  First  National 
were  not  ready  to  commence  operations  with 
the  new  currency,  and  the  issue  was  postponed 
until  this  morning.  Several  things  happened  to 
cause  the  delay,  one  of  them  being  the  fact  that 
a  sufficient  number  of  certificates  had  not  been 
signed  by  the  trustees  and  registrar.  The  work 
had  been  accomplished  at  the  Washington- 
Alaska  and  these  officials  were  ....  all  done 
with  their  arduous  labors,  which  kept  them  up 
all  night. 

Also,  in  the  case  of  the  First  National,  it  had 
been  deemed  advisable  by  the  attorneys  for 
that  bank  that  permission  be  obtained  from  the 
comptroller  of  the  currency  before  the 
certificate  system  was  adopted,  this  being  a 
national  bank  and  hedged  round  with  rules  and 
regulations  that  do  not  apply  to  a  private 
institution. 

Accordingly,  a  telegram  was  sent  to 
Comptroller  Ridgely  explaining  the  situation. 
The  telegram  was  written  in  code  and  was  not 
clearly  understood  by  the  comptroller,  and 
another  message  had  to  be  sent.  The  reply 
removed  every  vestige  of  doubt  as  to  the 
legallity  of  the  issue,  and  the  comptroller, 
through  his  deputy,  T.  P.  Kane,  wrote  back  that 
the  directors  should  take  every  proper  action 
that  in  their  opinion  the  situation  warrented. 

The  trustees  and  registrar  commenced  last 
night  their  task  of  signing  the  large  quantity  of 
certificates,  and  all  doubts  of  the 
substantiality  of  the  issue  being  removed,  the 
bank  will  today  commence  paying  with 
home-made  money. 

At  the  Washington-Alaska  about  normal 
business  was  done  yesterday,  and  as  about  all 
of  the  principal  merchants  of  the  town  have  _ 


publicly  signified  their  willingness  to  accept 
the  certificates  at  par,  nobody  had  any 
hesitation  in  taking  the  new  money.  One 
merchant  on  Front  street  has  even  gone  to  the 
length  of  paying  a  5  per  cent  premium  for  the 
certificates.

COLLEGE  BUS  FOUNDER  DIES 


N.  G.  COX 

(From  the  Yukon  Territory  Illustrated, 
submitted  by  Kaye  Dethridge) 

The  people  of  the  Yukon,  while  remote  -from  the 
centers  o-f  civilization  retain  all  the  oldtime 
culture  and  refinement  o-f  their  -former 
environments,  ample  evidence  of  which  fact  is 
aptly  demonstrated  in  the  adornment  of  their 
homes  and  business  places.  The  primitive 
interior  appearance  of  the  log  cabin  is  at  once 
removed  by  the  liberal  use  of  wall  paper  and 
other  decorations.  Mr.  N.G.  Com  is  the  pioneer 
dealer  in  the  wall  paper  and  painting  business. 
Established  in  the  fall  of  '98  with  a  capacious 
store  room  on  First  street,  between  Second  and 
Third  avenues,  he  carries  an  extensive  stock  in 
wall  papers,  paints,  oils,  varnishes,  picture  and 
room  mouldings,  window  glass,  shades,  tents 
and  awnings.  As  an  artistic  sign  writer 
reference  need  only  be  made  to  the  high  class 
work  done  for  the  Juneau  House,  the  Exchange 
saloon,  Annex  saloon,  Office  saloon,  Soqqs  & 
Vesco's  jewelry  store  which  is  but  a  few 
samples  of  his  superior  workmanship.  A 
surplus  stock  of  over  40,000  rolls  of  wall 
papers  and  interior  decorations  are  stored  in  a 
seperate  warehouse,  Mr.  Cox  observing  this 
precaution  in  the  event  of  fire.  Mr.  Cox  is  a 
Yukon  pioneer,  having  arrived  in  1897  from 
California.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  Forresters. 


Paul  Greimann,  Sr.,  the  founder  of  the  College 
Bus  Service  (B-T3,  a  and  b),  passed  away  this 
past  September. 

Mr.  Greimann  was  born  in  Hookdale,  Ill.  in  1902. 
He  arrived  in  Fairbanks  on  Sept.  1,  1923.  He 
opened  a  garage  in  1924,  and  in  1929  started 
operating  a  bus  line  from  downtown  Fairbanks 
to  the  University  of  Alaska  over  what  is 
described  as  a  raw  trail.  His  bus  service 
eventually  forced  the  gas  powered  railroad 
trolley  out  of  business.  The  buses  were  also 
use  to  haul  freight.  In  the  years  that  followed, 
Mr.  Greiman  added  more  routes,  and  operated 
the  bus  and  freight  lines  until  selling  out  in 
1952  to  Russell  Swank  of  Anchorage.

ALASKA  EARTHQUAKE  MEDALS 

On  list  #5  we  offered  a  set  of  3  medals 
commemorating  the  Alaska  Earthquake  of  1964. 
These  were  a  50mm  in  diameter.  The  obverse 
featured  a  map  of  Alaska,  noting  damaqe  to 
towns,  and  the  reverse  a  biblical  quote. 

In  thumbing  through  back  issues  of  the  TAMS 
Journal,  we  have  found  reference  to  these 
medals.  They  were  apparently  issued  by  a  firm 
known  as  Vanguard  Medals,  12  W.  96th  St.,  New 
York,  NY.  The  bronze  medal  was  issued  at 
$3.50.  Another  with  an  oxidized  silver  finish 
was  issued  at  $5.00.  The  silver  medal  was 
limited  to  7,500  pieces,  and  was  priced  at
